HE Title of this Pſalm, you 
may obſerve, is 4 Song of De- 
== grees. I ſha'n't trouble you 

| with the various Interpretations 
that are put upon this Title; 
but ſhall only remark, That as 
; the Pſalms which bear this Title do contain 
| A 2 Mat-. 
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Matters of very great Importance, ſo they 
were wont to be ſung with a loud and diſtin- 
guiſhing Voice on the Stairs of the Temple. 


Who the Author of this Pſalm was, whether 


David or Solomon, is not ſo certain. They were 
both of them Perſons under Divine Inſpiration. 
They were both of them Princes of an extra- 
ordinary Character: They both of them 
ſway'd their reſpoctive Scepters with extraor- 
dinary Honour: And the Iſraelites had the 
greateſt Reaſon to admire the Indulgence of 
Heaven, that Two ſuch Excellent Kings 
ſhould be rais'd up one after another to rule 
over them. There were many of the Jews 


that were moſt thankfully ſenſible of the ex- 


traordinary Privilege, and were inviolably 
attach'd to the Intereſt of David and his 
Houſe, They did not at al murmur (that 
we'can perceive) that David {hould ſucceed 
Saul, tho? he had a Son of his own (h 
Legitimacy was never queſtiowd) to fill the 
Throne: Nor was it the leaſt Objeftion with 
them that Solomon was not the Eldeſt Branch 
of the Royal Family. They had been long 
pleas'd with David, (becauſe a good King) 


tho? he had worn the Crown that Saul's Sons 
ſhould have worn, if there had been any 


Thing Divine in Hereditary Right, it there 
had been any Thing Iadefeaſible in a Throne, 
according to the Notions of ſome of our mo- 
dern Caſuiſts and Politicians. And as they 


were pleas'd with David, tho? he had no other 


Pretence to the Crown but that which was 


given 
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given him by God's Choice, and their own 
Approbation, ſo in Solomoms Caſe they made 
no Difficulty of the Primogenitare ; they were 
entirely ſatisfy*d to be his Subjects, tho Adoni- 
jah and others of his Elder Brethren were laid 
aſide. They were perfectly eaſy that they 
were likely to have ſo Wiſe and Great a King 
as Solomon was to rule over them. 

Ho happy would it have been for theſe 
poor divided Nations, if we had been fo ſen- 
fible of our Intereſt, and fo pleas d with our 
Felicity, as almoſt all the Jews were, both an 
David's and Solomons Time? God hath been 
ſo very gracious to theſe Realms, in direCting 
thoſe that had the Diſpoſal of the Crown to 
the Proteſtant Settlement. He gave ſuch con- 
ſummate Abilities to that Great Prince that 
did ſo lately wear it for that important Truſt. 


He hath fo eminently furniſh'd His preſent 


Majeſty, and his Illuſtrious Conſort, for theſe 
{ſhining Badges of Princely and Royal Hc- 
nour that they are this Day to be inveſted 


with. Our Religion and Liberties, our Laws 


and Properties, are ſo ſafe in theſe Hands that 
do now ſway the Brztiſh Sceptre, that we want 
only to be Pious and Reform'd, to be caſy and 


pleas' d, to make us a moſt happy and flouri- 


{hing People. 

IT had a very promiſing A ſpect upon the 
Proteſtant Intereſt, when we had only a King 
that was a zealous Proteſtant to be its Nurſing 
Father: What a Glory muſt it ſpread upon our 
preſent Proſpects, when we have a Queer allo,

of ſuch juſtly admired Accompliſhments, to 
be its Narfing Mother? A Queen! who fo ge- 
nerouſly refus'd to raiſe herſelf to the Top of 
Earthly Grandeur upon the Ruines of her 
Conſcience and Profeſſion ?— The Britiſh 
Throne was never but once thus glorioully ad- 
orn'd; and even then there was no Offspring | 
of thoſe Excellent Princes to brighten the 1! 
Views of our After Happineſs. But ſo pecu- | 
liarly agreeable are our Proſpects now, that 
we have both a numerous and very hopeful 
Iſſue to perpetuate the Felicity of riſing Poſte- 
rity. For all this Happineſs we' ought to be 
thankful to the God of Heaven, and ſhould 
carry our Hopes from Mortal Men to the Im- 
mortal King. Tis God alone that can make ; 
us happy ; and therefore what is promis'd in L 
my Text ſhould be the Subject of our moſt 0 
earneſt Prayers, that God would ever ordain 4 1 
Lamp for his Anointed, cloath all their invete- 
rate Enemies with Shame, and cauſe the 
Crowns that ſhall be placed upon their Heads 
os Day to flouriſh both long and glorioully 
there. Ne 
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Tre Words that I have taken for my 
Text do evidently relate to David and his Po- 
ſterity: And accordingly, in ſpeaking to them, 
I ſhall take this Method :

I. I am to conſider What Sort of Ring- 
thoſe "were that God was pleas'd to fix the ho- 
nourable Title of my Text upon. 


No u, '*tis very plain, that ſuch are ſtiPd 

in my Text the Lord's Anointed, as could have 
uo ſuch Pretenſions to a Crown as ſome think 
neceſſary to conſtitute a rightful King. For 
as my Text refers to David and his Poſterity, 
ſo 'tis very evident that David could not pre- 
tend to claim by Virtue of Primegeniture, for 
that he was the yourgef? of Feſſe's Sons. And 
*ris as evident that neither he, nor any of his 
Deſcendants, had any Hereditary Right, by 
Proximity, or even a Pretence, of Blood, to 
ſupport their Title; becauſe 1hboſheth Saul's 


Son, and Mephiboſheth his Grandſon, were

then living. And as to Ihboſheth, we know 
that he aſſerted all the Right that he had. 
Reigning Two Years over Iſrael, and would 
have done ſo longer, if the Elders and People 
of Iſrael had not depos'd him, tc make way 
for David, a better Prince, one that would be 
more tenderly concern'd for the Honour and 
Preſervation of the true Religion, and for the 
= - Rights and Liberties of his Subjects. 
þ THERE be ſome that have taken a great 
it deal of Pains to prove, that the Right to 
} Crowns is Indefeaſible; that they ought to de- 
| ſcend to thoſe that are next in Blood, tho they 
| are never ſo likely to ruin thoſe over whom 
they rule; tho? never ſo unqualified for that 
High Station. But God, by laying aſide the 
Family of Saul, N was the rt Royal 
Family that Iſrael had) hath maniſeſtly ſigni- 
fied thus much, That *twas never his Intenti- | 
on that a free People ſhould be Slaves and mi- FU 
ſerable, to keep up the Honour and Grandeur 
of any particular Family. It can't indeed be 
ſuppos'd that God ſhould have that Regard to 
Proximity of Blood, or the Pomp and Magni- 
ficence of any Family, as he hath to his own 
Honour, and the general Welfare and Proſpe- 
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rity of a People. No; as He 1s the infinitely I 
kind and common Father of all, ſo he is con- N 
cern'd for the Intereſts and Immunities of all; 
and would much rather that the Next in Blood, 
yea that a Royal Family, ſhould fink and be 


forgotten, than that his People ſhould want 4 
ſuck 
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ſuch a one as David, or Solomon his Son, to 
feed and govern them. | 
*T 1 san odd Notion that ſome have got, that 


a People were made for Princes, and not Princes 


for the People. But the Truth is, that Prince 
and People ought to be mutually and much con- 
cern'd for each others Happineſs. The Prince 
ſhould look upon himſelf as one that is ap- 
pointed to be the Miniſter of God for Good; 
and accordingly ſhould bend his moſt zealous 
Endeavours to advance the Proſperity of his 
People. He ſhould treat them as Men, not as 
Brutes: He ſhould uſe them as Srwjectts, not 
as Slaves, According to the truly Noble and 
highly Endearing Dec LARATION Of His 
preſent Majeſty, heir Good ſhould be hi chief 
Care, their Liberties and Properties his near 
Concern. He thar ruleth over Men ſhould 
be juſt, ruling in the Fear of God, who makes 
no other Diſtinction in his Government but 
between Good and Bad, 2 Sam. xxili. 3- 

O the other hand, the People ſhould con- 
ſult the Honour and Felicity of their Prince. 
They ſhould render the Crown as caſy, as 
glorious, as flouriſhing upon him as they can: 
They ſhould reſpect him as the Miniiter and 
Vicegerent of Heaven when he acts well, and 
be ſubjeX to him, ot only for Wrath, but for 
Conſcience ſake. Such a tender Prince, and 


ſuch a dutiful People, ate likely to be wonder- 


tully happy in each other. | 7: 
- Gop knew that David would be ſuch a 
Prince as I have bon deſcribing. He knev- 
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his Heart and Abilites ſo well, as to reſolve to 


honour him with a Crown. tho? he had no 
Royal Blosd to recommend him thereto. His 
Merit was ſo ſhining and extraordinary as to 
make him worthy of a Throne; and therefore 
by his gracious Decree, and the Voice of the 
People, he was ſettled thereon, and had it en- 
taiPd upon his Poſterity; whilſt thoſe of Roy- 
al Extraction, but unſutable Qualifications 
were paſs'd by. This ſhews that the Notions 
of forme Men can never be true. For, accor- 
ding to theſe Notions, David could be no o- 
ther, nor any of his Poſterity, but K72gs de 
Fatto, or in other Words Uſarpers, tho? the 
Darlings of Providence, and the People alſo. 
There are thoſe who won't allow our late ve- 
ry Excellent King, or His preſent moſt Excel- 
lent Majeſty, to be any other, (tho' the moſt 
Illuſtrious Branches of the Royal Line) be- 
cauſe not zearei! in Succeſſion. But their Right 
hath been declar'd, as David's and his Poſte- 


rity's were, by the Voice of God, and that of 


the People. And thoſe that have a Title ſo 
clear and ſure have no Need to be ſollicitous 
tor any other. Both David and Solomon were 
Rightful Rings, tho) not of the Royal Line 
of Saul: And therefore what whimſical Di- 
vinity muſt it be to difown the Title of that 


woſt Excellent Prince that lately fill'd, or of 


his Royal Son, who now adorns the Brtiſ} 
Throne, and will, I hope, fill it to all the Ad- 
vantage that his Great and juſtly Admir'd Fa- 
ther and Predeceſſor did?

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II. IAM to cogſider why this angu Title 
of The Lord's Anointed is fd npon them. 
Now, this is not, | 


1. To exclude the Right of the People to 
fix upon the Perſon that is to rule over them. 
Indeed, where God doth interpoſe, and ſig- 
nifics it as his Pleaſure, (as ſometimes he did 
among the Jews) that ſuch a Perſon ſpall le 
Ring, there the Right of Nomination is ſu- 
perceded ; and that which ſuch a People have 
to do is readily to acquieſce in God's Determi- 
nation: And when God thus aſſerts his ſuperi- 
our and indiſputable Right of Nomination, 
*twould be molt unreaſonable, in ſuch a Cafe, 
to make Objections. Yea, tho? the Perſon 
{hould ſeem unfir, we ought to be filent, ta- 
king it as a Puniſhment for our Iniquities, and 
hoping that God will pity us, and ſet all at 
Rights upon our Reformation. But where 
God is not pleas'd to ſignify his Will, there 
tne Right of Nomination is in the People, 
which (amongſt 5) they are to ſignify by their 
Nobles and Repreſentat:ves. And, methinks, 
nothing can be more evident than that, as our 
Lives and Liberties, our Religion and Proper- 


ties, are our own, fo we have a Right to de- 


clare the Perſon that ſhall be the Supreme 
Guardian of theſe invaluable Bleſſings. 

Tris Right of the People was not only 
declar'd at the Revelation, but it was a Funda- 
mental Right that we had before, And accor-

dingly there was a Law made in Q. Elixa- 
1 beth's Time, declaring it to be High-Treaſon 
lf for any Perſon to affirm and maintain, that 
0 | the Queen and Parliament could not lunit the 


Succeſſion to the Crown. The Right that a 
q People have to do this accrues to them by the 


Great Law of Self-Preſervation. Tis a Right 
that all Nations have aſſerted one Time or 
0 other, that have not been abſolute Slaves. 
| Tis a Right that ſhould ever be dear to us 
if Britons, becauſe the aſſerting of it hatin more 
i than once preſerv'd us from Ruin: Lis a 
Right to which we owe our never to be- for- 
gotten Deliverance at the Revolution A 
Right to which, under GO D, we owe all 
the Eminent Felicities of the laſt Reign, and \ 
all our bright and reviving Proſpects from the N 
preſent moſt happy Adminiſtration. Tis a J 
Right that we have ſecured by our Blood and 
Treaſure: And a Right of ſuch an invalua- 
ble Nature, as we ſhould never part with but 

at the Price of Blood. | 
Tus God's general and gracious Allow- 
ance to all Communities, that they ſhould con- 
ſult their own Safety. If the Kingdoms of 
the Earth had not ſuch an Allowance, it 
wonld be one of the greateſt Reproaches ima- 
ginable on the Providence of God: For, tis 
poſſible that one, who hath an hereditary Li- 
tle, may be one of the greateſt Monſters up- 
on Earth. He may be an Atheiſt, or a Papiſt, 
or a Madman; he may be a mercileſs Ty- 
rant, a Perſon of an inſatiable Cruelty ; he 
IE may 


E 

may be one of ſuch a peculiarly bad Diſpoſi- 
tion, as that a Kingdom can expect nothing 
but Ruin and Deſolation from him. He may 
be one that will break thro? all Ties Divine 
and Humane to gratify his Cruelty, Ambiti- 
on, and Luxury ; and bend all his Thoughts 
to overturn the Conſtitution. Of this we have 
had the moſt melancholy Experience, and 
therefore took the Benefit of our own Laws, 
and that of the Great Law of Self. Preſerva- 
tion, to right our ſelves; laying aſide thoſe 
that we knew were unfit to govern us, and 
ſupport the Safety and Dignity of the Conſti- 
tution, and taking thoſe in their room to ma- 
nage the Affairs of Government, that were 
likely to purſue the great and uſeful Deſigns 
of it to greater Advantage. And it we had 
not thus exerted our ſelves, we mult undoubt- 
edly have been a moſt miſerable People. 

Wr have only had Two Princes ſince the 
Refor14!164 that were openly and profeſſedl7 
Pepiſts. And if God had not in a few Years 
taken away the one, and we in the like or leſs 
Space deliver'd our ſelves of the other, we had 
probably been, as to all our moſt valuable En- 
joyments, as Sodom and Gomorrah. We had 
loſt our Religion, we had loſt our Liberty, and 
ihould have nothing but the diſmal. Badges of 
Slavery, ſpiritual and temporal, to glory in. 

Tus really a ſurpriſing Infatuation that 
ſome, after ſuch ſad, ſuch late Experience, 
{ſhould be ſo extravagantly fond of another Pa- 
Li. For if they could not eaſily change their 
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Religion, they would ſoon find, that a Papi? 
hath not chang'd his. They would immedi- 
ately feel, that Popiſh Principles are terrible 
Things, when they have the Power and Ad- 
vantage of a Throne to give them Weight 
and Influence. No Contracts with a Prince 
under the Power of ſuch Principles can poſſi- 


bly be of any Service. They are bound by 


their Religion to root out Hereſy; and all 
Oaths to the contrary ſignify nothing, becauſe 
20 Faith i to be kevt with Hereticks. We dare 
not truit the Biiri Crown upon a Popiſh 
Head. We dare not ſurrender our Civil 
Rights, and much leſs our Conſciences and 
Religious Privileges. Tis Treaſon againſt 
God, tis Cruelty to our ſelves; tis Inhumane 
to Poſterity, as well as contrary to the Laws, 
to truſt the Sceptre in Popiſh Hands. 

THe Great Bleſſings that, as Proteſt apts 
and Britons, we now enjoy, were never ſo ſe- 
cure as ſince thoſe have been excluded by our 
Laws from the Throne as are Papiſts, or turn 
Papiſis, or marry Papiſts. The Memory of 
that Glorious Perſon can never be ſufficiently 
precious to us, who rais'd up ſuch a fare Fence 
about our Civil and Religious Privileges ; and 
we can never enough admire the Goodneſs of 
God, that we did ſo ſoon and ſeaſonably ex- 
perience the Benefit of it, in the very happy 
Acceſſion of our late, and the peaceable Ad- 
vancement of His preſent Majeſty. 

G © p hath often, and very remarkably, in- 
terpos'd between us and Ruin, *Twas a fur: 

| pitting 
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priſing Inſtance of Divine Goodneſs, that God 
brought ſo Great and Good a King to the 


Throne as our laſt in ſo critical a JunQure. 


And *tls no leſs an Inſtance of the Divine Be- 
nignity to theſe Lands that his melancholy and 
ſudden Removal is ſo happily ſupply*d : That 
the Proteſtant Intereſt hath fo zealous and 
powerful a Friend on the Bri#zf Throne: 
That the Liberties of Europe, ſo dangerouſly 
ſtruck at by Two aſpiring Monarchs, have ſo 
Wiſe and Great a Patron: That the Excellen- 
cies of the Father are fo illuſtrious and ſhining 
in the Son: That there are no Changes of 
Perſons, or Meaſures, to animate our Enemies, 
or di{hearten thoſe who have been always the 
ſtancheſt and ſteadieſt Friends to the Intereſts 
of the Nation, or the common Benefit of 
Mankind. 
GO Þ ſhould not be overlook'd in ſuch an 
important Kindnels, eſpecially as the Great 
Affairs of Europe are now ſtænding, in ſuch an 
awful and uncertain Poize between Peace and 


War. A Prince of leſs Wiſdom, or leſs Stea- 
dlineſs, would have been too weak tor the 


Weight of fuch a JunEture. May God direct 
the Councils, and ſtrengthen the Hands, of Y 
Anointed! He is not, 1 am ſure, les tbe Lord's 
Anointed, tho his Title to the Throne be Par- 


Lamentary; and we have laid aſide thoſe who 


were Next in Blood, but wanted Principles 
to conſult our Happineſs and Safety. There 
i; no Occaſion for the Enquiry whether the 
Pretender be legitimate or no: For tho? I ve- 

rily

rily believe he is as much the Sultar's as King 
James's Son; yet if he was, he would no 
more deſerve to wear the Crown than his Fa- 
ther before him. He's a Bigot to Rome, and 
therefore infinitely unht to be the Head of a 
Proteſtant Nation; and that's enough to give 
an entire Satisfaction 1a our preſent moſt hap- 
py Settlement. But, 


2. KINGS may be call'd the Anointed of 


God from the Concern that his Providence hath 
in their Advancement, As it is God's Inſtitution 
that there ſhould be Thrones for Judgment, 
Pſa. cxxii. 5. ſo tis certain that He ruleth in the 
Ringdoms of Men, and giveth them to whom- 


ſoever he will. God's Right to all Kingdoms 


is Abſolute and unqueſtionable. And ſome- 
times he aſſerts this Right of his in a remark- 
able Manner in the Courſe of his Providence: 
Thus, for the Wickedneſs of Saul, be turd 
the Kznzdom to David the Son of Jeſſe, 1 Chr. 
x. 13, 14. And thus, in Rehoboaw's Time, 
for the Iniquity of Solomon, in the latter Part 
of his Reign, he rent the greateſt Part of his 
Kingdom from him, and gave it to Jeroboam 


the Son of Nebat. And whenever we ob- 


ſerve ſuch a mighty Revolution in States and 
Kingdoms, *tis not the Effect of Chauce but 
Providence. is God that pulleth down one, 
and ſetteth up another, as it will beſt anſwer 
the Great and Wiſe Purpoſes of his general 
Government. Sometimes God ſuffers a Throne 


to be filbd with a Bad Prince, when the * 
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of a People make it neceſſary that they ſhould 
be corrected : But at other Times God pulls 
down the Wicked from their exalted Stations; 
and ſets up others, that are better, in their 
room; cauſing the Throne to be fill'd to ex- 
traordinary Advantage; to be fil with a 
Prince of Wiſdom and Integrity; With a 
Prince too wiſe to be impos d upon by merce- 
nary Sharpers, and too good to be warp'd from 
purſuing the true Intereſt of his People by flat- 
tering Sycophants. God can hardly oblige a 
Nation more than by filling its Throne with 
fuch a Prince. 

'T is to this wiſe and merciful Care of Pro- 
vidence that all our preſent Happineſs is ow- 
ing. We werealmoſt reduc'd to the laſt Ex- 
tremity before the late happy and moſt glori- 
ous Revolution. Then God was pleas'd moſt 
ſignahy to interpoſe, and caus'd the Throne to 
be fill'd with Two ſuch Excellent Princes as 
none of our former Aunals could boaſt of. 
There 15 too much Reaſon to think that we 
were not in a much better Caſe when the Ha- 
nover Succeſſion took Effect. God was pleas d 
therefore to reſume the Throne, and revive 
the Glory of a ſinking Nation by the Admi- 
niſtration of a Great and moſt Wite Prince, 
and hath given us hope that it ſhall be perpe- 
tuated by his Illuſtrious Family to the End ot 
Time. God's Goodneſs calls for the moſt 
thankful Acknowledgments in ſuch kind Turns 
ol * our National Affairs. We ſhould look 
with a triumphant Pleaſure to the Lord's A 
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aointed, who now adorns the Throne, and 
flPd with Admiration of that indulgent Pro- 


vidence that hath plac'd him there. 


3. KIN 6s may be honour'd with the au- 
gult Titik of the Lord's Anointed, becauſe of 
the Dependance that they have upon a Di- 
vine Aſſiſtance for a wiſe and faithful Admini- 
ſtration. Counſel is mine (ſays the Great Mo- 
narch of the Univerſe) and ſound Wiſdom : I 
am Underſtanding, I have Strength. By me 
Kings reign, and Princes decree Juſtice. By 
me Princes rule, and Nobles, and all the Jud- 
ges of the Earth, Prov. viii. 14, 15, 16. So 
ſenſible was Solomon of the Weight, the Cares, 
the Intricacies, and Difficulties, of an equal and 
advantageous Adminiſtration, that when God 
(in the Beginning of his Reign) was pleas'd 
to put him the gracious Queſtion, What ſhall I 
give thee? O Lord God, ſays he, Thoa haft 
made me Ning over a People like the Duit of 
the Earth for Multitude; give me now Wi. 


dom and Knowledge, that I may go out and 
comeè in before this People: For who can judge 


this thy People, it is ſo great? i. e. Who can 
do it as he ought, and as a Wiſe and Juſt 
Prince ſhould do, unleſs Thou art with him 
in the Cabinet, and at the Couucil- Table, on 
the Throne, and in all the vag Affairs of his 
Kingdom, to give him ſure Direction in all his 
Management? 2 Chron. i. 7. 8, 9, 10. Ti 
certain that Solomon had a moſt Noble Pattern 
in his Father David, Very great was the Iu- 

tegrity 
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tegrity of his Heart, and no leſs the Skilfaleſs 
of his Hand, Pſa. Ixxviii. 72. He rais'd the 
Glory of the Jewiſßh Nation to a vaſt Height. 
He was moſt intent upon the Welfare of his 
Subjects; and ſtuck at no Difficulties to make 
them Great and Happy. So that here was a 
bright and moſt glorious Way mark'd out for 
* to walk in: But he was ſenſible that 
there were Emergencies in Government that 
calbd for a vaſt Preſence and Compaſs of 
Mind: That new Difficulties might {tart up 
that had never happen'd in his Father's Reign; 
ſo that, tho' he was never ſo zealous for the 
Glory of his People, he might run into ſeveral 
unwilling Miſtakes, without a Divine Dire- 
Ction. And therefore, as God was able to fur- 
niſh him with the brighteſt Views, with the 
nobleſt Thoughts, and ſuch a commanding 
Mind, as ſhould be anſwerable to all the great 
and growing Exigencies of a numerous Peo- 
ple; ſo he would rot tru? to his own Under- 
ftanding, being loth to blunder and be per- 
plex*d, when the Honour of his Government, 
and the Happineſs of his People, lay at Stake. 

War a Happineſs is it, and what a Tri- 
bute of Faithfulneſs doth it demand, when a 
Prince is ſo intent upon the Good of hrs Peo- 
ple, as not only to employ all his own great 
Capacities, but to call in the ſ#periour Dire- 
ion of Heaven to his Aſſiſtance? This A. 
ſiſtance is needful where there is the vaſteſt 
Comprehenſion; and 'tis a Matter of very 


near Concern to our ſelves to be earneſt with 
5 C 2 God 
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God that it may always attend our Gracious 
— the Lord's Anointed. This is the 


ſureſt Way to have him nagniſed, as Solomon 
was, above all who have gone before him, and 
to have our own Grandeur raisd to a greater 
Height than ever it was. | 


4. Kines may be calld the Anointed of 
God, becanfe every one who fills a Throne 
Thould fill it for God. The great Care and 
Ambition of Princes ſhould be to advance the 
Honour of that God who hat lh cxaited them to 
their Royal Dignity. Their Government ſhould 
be ſo wiſely modell'd, and brought under 
ſuch divine and. happy Regulations, as that all 
who are under them may n't only be able, but 
have all ſutable Encouragement, to lead quiet 
and peaceable Lives in all Godlineſs and Ho- 
zeſty. They ſhould be the brighteſt Examples 
ot Goodneſs themſelves; and that their Crowns 
may fit caficr, and ſhine brighter, they ſhould 
greatly favour and promote Goodneſs in all that 
are under them. They ſhould remember that 
they ſtand in God's ſtead, and rule for him; 


and therefore, iz the Sight of ſuch, @ vile Per- 


ſen ſhould be abhorr'd ; but they ſnould honour 
ſuch as fear the Lord. As they are thoſe who 
fit in the Throne of Judgment, fo they ſhould 
jcatter away all Evil with their Eye. They 


ſhould abhor it, as a Scandal to their Govern- 


ment, to oppreſs any of Loyal Principles, but 
tender Conjciences, And it they find any ſuch 
Oppreſſions among their People when r! 
come to the Throne, they ſhould do their be 


to 
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to break the heavy Yoke, and to let ſuch as 
are cauſeleſly oppreſſed to go free. Thus thoſe 
wwho rule over Men ſhould be juſ, ruling in the 
Fear of God; and ſuffer no Marks of Infamy 
or Hardſhip to reſt on thoſe who are of a di- 
ſtinguiſh'd Zeal for their Perſons and Govern- 
ment; and whoſe greateſt and only Crime it 
hath been, that they could never be brought, 
by Fear or Flattery, to betray the Religion and 
Liberties of their Country. 
Is what we ſhould reflect on with the 
greateſt Pleaſure, and the utmoſt Thankful- 
neſs to Almighty God, that we had lately, and 
ſtill have, one to rule over us, who hath that 
truly Catholic and Chriſtian Spirit, that eve- 
ry Prince {ſhould have. I hope, it may in 
Time be efteem'd a flaming Reproach to a 
Proteſtant Nation that ſome of its trueſt 
Friends ſhould be treated as we have been; 
that they ſhould be render'd as uſeleſs and in- 
E:2:1icant, only becauſe they had more Con- 
Jcience than to give up the Religion of their 
Bibles, and more Honeſty than to become 
Tools to a Popiſh Party and a Preteuder's Iu- 
„ 

I BELIEVE, I may venture to ſay, that 
neither our King or Queen do look upon it as 
grateful or politick, as generous or juſt, that 
we ſhould be us'd as we have been by ſome 
of our Fellow-Subjects, when nothing could 
move us from our inviolable Attachments to 
the Proteſtant Interes!, or the Hanover Setile- 

tement, in the worſt of Times. Our 8 
en 
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ken Zeal for the Intereſt of the Nation is too 


well known to be ever forgiven by ſome; and 
if it {hould ſtill be neglected by others, it ought 
not to reſt upon the Lord's Anointed, God 
hath given him, I believe, a Heart as he did 
to Solomon, 2 Chron. ix. 8. to do Juſtice and 
Juagmem to all his Subjects. 


5. A Ki NG doth never better deſerve this 
auguſt Title of the Lord's Anointed than when, 
with this Divine Unction, God gives him a 
Heart after his r9n Heart, This was the 
brighteſt Part of David's Character, and gave 
the nobleſt Luſtre to his Imperial Crown. To 
be a Perſon after God's own Heart denotes an 
eminent and diſtinguiſhing Degree of Piety. 
It denotes a bleſſed Reſemblance to him, who 
is the Standard and Centre of all Perfection. 
This was the admirable Complexion of holy 
David. Tis very rare, I own, that fo much 
Goodneſs and Greatneſs do meet together in 
the ſame Perſon : But David, tho? he was grea- 
ter than moſt of the Kings of the Earth, yet 
he did not think himſelf above Religion. Tho 
he was ſurrounded with all the Temptations of 
Pomp and Greatneſs, and had the Weight and 
Cares of Government upon him, yet perhaps 
there was hardly a Subject throughout his Do- 
minions who was ſo intent upon the Concerns 
of his God, and Salvation, as this Great and 
Royal Perſon was. 
Ix muſt needs be wonderfully happy for a 

People, when a Throne ſparkles with _ a 

R ivine 
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Diviue Luſter, and is firmly eſtabliſh'd in ſo 
much Rzghteouſneſs. For Religion is of that 
excellent Nature, that it reſtrains from Vio- 
lence and Oppreſſion, and excites to a great 
many Noble Things, that muſt be very plea- 
ſing and acceptable, very uſeful and ſervicea- 
ble, to Mankind. Hafpy art thou, O Land, 
ſays Solomon, when thy King is the Son of No- 
Ves, and when thy Princes eat in due Seaſon, 
for Strength, and not for Drunkenneſs, Fccl. x. 
17. Such Religious Princes don't only ſtand 
faireſt for a Divine Direction in managing the 
weighty Affairs of Government, but, by ex- 
erciſing a pious Diſcipline over themſelves, 
they are in nothing the Danger of being miſ- 
led, as wicked Princes are: But tho' ſuch may 
not have more Wiſdom than others to ſteer 
the Courſe of Publick Affairs, tis yet very 
much for the Advantage of a People to have 
Religion encourag d, and render'd faſhionable, 
by one that's at the Top of Earthly Great- 
nels. : 

Wren Religion hath the Splendour of a 
Crown, the Glory of a Throne, and all the 
Pomp and Enſigns of Majeſty, to recommend 
it, *tis very likely to ſpread faſt, to flouriſh 
much, and become the happy and moſt beau- 
tiful Complexion of a Nation. The Influence 
of a Throne is ſo very conſiderable, that we 
always obſerve, in the Hiſtory of the Bible, 
that the Prince and People did gencrally appear 
in the ſame Dreſs, When a David wore the 
Imperial Diadem, there were few of any 8 
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but affected to be Religious. On the contrary, 
when a Jeroboam or an Ahab were inveſted 
with that High Dignity, amongſt other great 
Infelicities that attended their Reigns, this was 

always one, that they made T/rael to ſin. 

_ *Ts very eaſy to obſerve the ſame Thing in 
the Hiſtory of other Nations. What a Glory 
then would it be to our own ? What Steadineſs 
would it give to our Counſels at home? What 
Influence would it give to our Reputation a- 
broad? How glorious would it render us in 
a Time of Peace? How formidable would it 
make us in a Time of War? What Confi- 
dence would it create in all our Friends? 
What Terrour would it ſtrike into all our E- 
nemies; to ſee Grandeur and Godlineſs, Re- 
ligion and a Crown, giving a mutual Splendor 
to each other? In this Caſe we may hope, 
that the Bleſſings of the Almighty will not 
only plentifully attend the Throne, but all the 
People that are ſubject thereto. 

W muſt have the greateſt Reaſon, for 
our own fake, for our dear Country's fake, 
for Poſterity's fake, and for Religion's ſake, to 
be ever earneſt and importunate with the God 
of Heaven, that ſubſtantial Godlineſs, in all its 
native and incomparable Beauties,may gloriou- 
fly ſhine forth, in the conſtant Conduct of thoſe 
Excellent Perſons who are this Day to be ad- 
orn'd with their reſpective Crowns. That 
they may ever act under the happy and moſt 
powerful Influence of this firm Perſuaſion 
That ſolid Piery is the higheſt Glory, and the, 


beit 
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beſt Security, of Princes here, and that alone 
that can fit them for the immortal and molt in- 
valuable Crowns of that World above. 

'T is the Glory of a Nation, and one of 
the greateſt Plellings it can have, when the 
Intereſt of Chriſt, and undiſſembled Ho- 
lineſs, hath K;zgs to be its Narfing Fathers, 
aud Queens its Nurſing Mothers, Ila. xlix. 23: 
May therefore the Court of Their Majeſties 
be like that of David. May their Crowns 
have that Luſtre from their ſhining Piety that 
his had. May they outſhine all their beſt 
Predeceſſors by the beſt Management. May 
they be unblemiſh'd Ornaments of that moſt 
excellent Religion which hath fo juſtly recom- 
mended them to the Eritsh Throne. Theſe 
are ſome of the beſt Wiſhes that we can offer 
to Heaven for them, or our ſelves. And if we 
may {ce them accampliſh'd in their full and 
_ glorious Meaning, as I hope we ſhall, then 

their Enemies, we may believe, (it there can 
be any icft) will be cloathed with Shame, and 
«pon their Heads will their Crowns flouriſh ; 
and this our Brit aix will become the Glory et 
all Lands. I come, 


III. To ſhew briefly how very defirable it 
z that their Crowns ſhould flouriſh Hpou their 
Heads, aud that their Enemies ſhould be cloa- 
thed with Shame. - 


OE would think indeed, that Princes, 
who have fo many illuſtrious Excellencics to 
2 recom- 
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recommend them as our King and Queen, 
ſhould have no Enemies in a Proteſtant Nati- 
on. One would think, that their known and 
ſteady Zeal for the Proteſtant Religion, that 
their great Capacities to fill a Throne, that 
their unſuſpected Regards to Liberty and Pro- 
perty, that their tender Affection to the Lands, 
& c. ſhould charm down all Maurmarrine and 
Diſcoateit. What Room can there be for the 
leaſt Uneaſineſs, when we have our Religion, 
when we have our Conſciences, when we have 
our Laws, when we have our Eſtates, and all 
unmoleſted ; and may lead ſuch quiet and 
* Lives iu all Godlineſs and true Hone- 
55 
THERE ſhould, methinks, in our very 
happy Circumſtances, be no Uneaſineſs, but 
what may ſpring from a warm and zealous E- 
mulation to outdo each other in Loyalty and 
Affection. There ſhould, methinks, be no 
worſe Language in any Mouth than that of 
the I/raelites upon Solomon's Advancement, 
1 Rigs i. 47. God make the Name of King 
GzorGe the Second better than the Name 
of King GEORGE the Firſt, and make his 
Throue greater than his Throne. But ſome a- 
las! havg been always blind to their own Be- 
 nefit, and ſeem a great deal fonder of Foreign 
Chains than Britiſh Liberty, Is it poſſible elſe 
that a Popiſh Pretender ſhould have one Vo- 
tary in theſe Realms, beſides thoſe of his own = 
Religion? ?Tis natural, I confeſs, for ſuch to 
{upport his Cauſe, and be fond of his Advance- 
5 ment: 
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ment: But what Notions can ſuch have of 2 
Proteſtant's Religion, or of his Senſe and Po- 
licy, that he ſhould run to Rome for a Defen- 
der of the Proteſtant Faith? They can't but 
laugh at this ſtupid Folly, tho? they may be 
glad to uſe it to ſerve their Cauſe, and give a 
little Support to their ſinking Hopes. I hope 
all Proteſtants at laſt will have a little more 
Senſe than to be Factors for Rome,; and that 
they'll all join in Time, with equal Zeal and 
Loyalty, in this Petition: Let Ke George's 
Enemies be cloathᷣd with Shame; but upon his 
Head let his Crown flouriſh. 
Tus very deſirable it ſhould be ſo, 

1. BECAUSsEH we have Reaſon to hope 
that he will be of a healing Spirit. That he 
will. be a common Father to all his People. 
That whamſoever he may employ in the Ad- 
miniſtration under him, he'll zealouſly pre- 
mote the Good of All. It hath a very me- 
lancholy Aſp2& upon the Affairs of a Nation, 
when we are in Danger of being ford, where 
we ought always to be mot? free, I mean 12 
Matters of Religion and Conſcience It hath 
been found by Experience to be of very ill 
Conſequence to our Civil Affairs, when the 
Engins of Perſecution have been ſet at work. 
This is that which hath diſcourag'd Trade, 
forc'd a great many uſeful Perſons out of the 


Nation, and greatly weaken'd the Body Po- 


litick, and will ever make it a more eaſy Prey 
to any that may have Deſigns upon it. 
[2 I can 
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TI can be very {ure that theſe have often 
been the melancholy Effects of this wicked and 
Autichriſtian Spirit. 1 never was, I never can 
be, an Advocate for ſuch 2 Spirit. ?Tis a Spi- 
rit, I know, that our Popiſh Adverſaries have 
done their utmoſt to cheriſh and encourage 
in the midſt of us; as knowing, that if any 
thing could weaken us, this would ; or if any 
thing could pave and prepare the Way for their 
own Superſtition, this muſt, This Temper 
hath often occaſion'd ſuch Convulſions amongſt 
us, that methinks we {hou'd {or ever be ſick 
and ſurfeited with this Part of Popery. Me- 
thinks, it hould be a great Satisfaction to all 
Proteſtants, that they can all fit down uder 
their Vines & Fictrees, with their own particu- 
lr Perſuaſions, in Peace and Quietreſs. And 
it we have a Prince (as we have) under the 
Protection of whoſe Government we may be 
thus caſy, we ſhould, methinks, eſteem it our 
creat Bleſſing, and a ſingular Pclicity. g 

THERE E, I know, a very cvipable In- 
difjerency in Matters of Religion. We maynt 


venture to halt. between God and Baal. And 


vet, I muſt think, that Perſons ſhould be led 
by their own Light, and guided by the Dire- 
ction of their own Conſciences. I can't ſup- 


poſe, That becauſe the Legiſlature may bave 


a Right to make an Eſtabliſhment, that #here- 


fore they may plague and perſecute thoſe who 


can't fall in with this Eſtabliſhment. This is 
a Pepifh Principle; and Proteſiants, methinks, 
Hould abhor theſe violent and compulſive Me- 
thods, which have done ſuch Miſchief to the 
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Reformation. I can't but admire that healing 
Advice that our King gave in his Excellent 
Speech, which comes to the very fame Senſe 
with that of the Prophet, That Ephraim ſhould 
not envy Judah, nor Judah vex Ephraim. Tis 
the Glory of a People, when it hath a Prince 
of ſich a Catholick and Chriſtian Spirit, a 
Spirit ſo like to that of the Prince of Peace, 
who came not to deſtroy Mens Lives, but to 
[ave them, and to give his Life a Ranſom for 
many. 

WwarT an Infatuation is it, that any 
ſhould be ſo fond of one who can't be eaſy un- 
lefs all are of one Mind, and that, rather than 
they ſhall not, will have Recourſe to the Dra- 
gooning Methods of Fire and Sword? Have 
we not ſeen enough of the diſmal Effects of 
this outragious Spirit in France, in Germany, 
in Savoy, in Poland, in Courland, and in Ire- 
land eo, and amorg our ſelves? Rave we 
not ſcen enough, I ſay, of this bloody Spirit 
to cure us of all farther Regards and Inclina- 
tions towards all that are of this furious Tem- 
per? It ſhould be a Pleaſure to Proteſiants 
that they are likely to have no Encouragement 
trom the Throne to bite and devour one another, 
and ſo weaken their own Intereſt. I fear, we 
have been all too fooliſh in this Matter in our 
reſpective Turns. Do 209d, O Lord, now, iu 
thy good Pleaſare unto Sion; Build up, under 
the preſent mild and auſpicious Reign, the 
Malls of thy Jeruſalem. Let Peace for ever le 
within its Walls, aud a growing Proſperity 
witiin its Palaces' „ WE. 
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2. W x ſhould greatly deſire the Proſperity 
and Glory of the Lord's Anointed, out of Re- 
gard to our Civil Rights as well as Religious 
Liberties, Theſe are always ſafeſt in the beſt 
and molt moderate Hands. Theſe are always 
moſt ſecure in thoſe Hands, that, without any 
Regard to Mens difterent Opinions, will deal 
impartially by all; neither ſtretching the Laws 
to injure one of a contrary Perſuaſion, nor yet 
relaxing them, to favour one of their own 
Complexion. We have too often ſeen ſuch 
flaming Partialit) in High Places. Yea, how 
ſeldom hath the B-i#ih Throne been adorn'd 
with ſuch as have been inflexibly bent to do 
Juſtice and Judgment ? 

"Tis the Glory of a Reign, when the Hap- 
pineſs of all is ſteadily purſu'd ; when there 
are no Strainings or Softenings, to make one 
Cauſe good and another bad, according to the 
Perſons concern'd in them. But how very 
Venerable doth a Throne look, when, like 
that of God, it hath Juſtice and Judgment for 
its Habitation? What a ie Luſtre doth 
a Ciown give, when never tarni{h'd with Crz- 
elty and Oppreſſion ? We han't the leaſt Rea- 
ſon to ſuppoſe but our Throne and Crown will 
have all the Splendors, Beauties, and Bright- 
neſs, that a ſteady and inflexible Juſtice can 
eee, | 85 
3. WIE ſhould greatly deſire the Proſperity 
and Glory of the Lord's Anointed, ſeeing we 
haye ſuch good Reaſon to believe, that hel be 
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a hearty Friend to the True Religion. "Tis 
the Glory of our King to be deſcended from 
thoſe who were ſome of the greateſt Sufferers 
for the Proteſtant Cauſe, who loſt their 
Crowns and Dominions to ſupport the Refor- 
mation, .and preſerve their Conſciences. ?Tis 
the Glory of our Queen, that her Principles 
and Conſcience were infinitely more to Her 
than an Imperial Diadem. To what a glort- 
ous Height ſhould our Satisfactions riſe, when 
ſuch Excellent Perſons are in the higheſt Au- 
thority ? 

Ou x Religion, Sirs, ſhould be abundantly 
more to us than every Thing elſe : And never 
was it in fafer Hands. How much ſhould we 
admire an indulgent Providence, that the Bri- 
tiſh Throne is ſo effectually ſecur'd againſt all 
theſe Popiſh Intrignes that have often done ſuch 
incredible Miſchief to theſe poor Lands? How 
thankful ſhould we be that the Reformation 
hath ſuch a wonderfully bright and uncommon 
Glory thrown upon it? I is not for our ſakes, 
wwe have been too unt haukful, we have diſco» 
ver'd too little Affection to the True Religion, 
We have made too poor an Improvement of 
that long and very glorious Day of Peace and 
Liberty that we have had ſince the Revolution. 
*Tis not for our ſakes therefore, but becauſe our 
God hath {ved our T/rael to eſtabliſh it forever, 
that he hath plac'd ſuch a King and Qucen o- 
Ver us. 

Max Religion flouriſh in our Day, and have 
all the Encouragement that a Crown can give it.

1. Tux ſhould be very thankful for paſt and 
preſent Mercies. It hath a promiſing Aſpect on 
our future Proſperity, when the Favours of Hea- 
ven are not loſt in Forgetfulneſs. God hath ſav'd 
theſe Lands, and ſecur'd our Religion, by a ſur- 
priſing Series of miraculous Interpoſitions. To 
carry back our Views no farther than the Revolu- 
tion; 'twas then a common Apprehenſion that all 
our Happineſs, as Proteſtanis and a Free People, 
was jult expiring : But God remember'd us in 
this our low Eſtate, and turn'd our Captivity at 
once as the Streams in the South, and cauſed thoſe 
who were ſowing is Tears; becauſe of rhe black 
and diſmal Poftare of our Afﬀairs, zo reap in Joy. 
How thankful ſhould we be! that God did in- 
ſpire the Heart of that Great Deliverer of ours 
King WILLIAM to pity our Diſtreſs, and ha- 
zard his all to make us happy. How grateful 
ſhould we be! that God hath, contrary to our 


Deſerts, accompliſn'd the Deſigns of that _ 
ein 
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ent Prince, who not content with the Good lie 
did us himſelf, was ſollicitous to provide for our 
Security and Happineſs in all ſucceeding Genera- 
tions. How thankful ſhould we be! rhat we have 
ſeen one, and now another; of the Glorious Per- 
ſons of his Nomination to fill the Britih Throne. 
Did we ufiderſtand our own N as others 
do, the high Praiſes of God would be in our Mouths, 
and a two-edged Sword, if there ſhould be Occaſi- 
on; would be in dur Hands, to ſupport and defend 
_ the preſerit Eſtabliſhment. from which we have 
reap'd ſuch Bleſſings already, and may ſtill pro- 
wile our ſelves. greater, if our preſent Mercies, 
and paſt Salvations, make theſe juſt and kindly 
Impreſſions upon us that God expects they ſhoul 

make. | 


2. THAT God may be favourable to his Au- 
ointed one, their People ſhould live up to the no- 
ble Deſigns of that Excellent Religion of which 
Princes are the Guardiant and Defenders. As Riphte- 
ouſneſs exalteth a Nation, ſo, in the Sight of God, 
the moſt pompous Acknowledgments without 
this are a worthleſs Sacrifice. Our conſtant Care 
16 pleaſe God, our undiſſembled Zeal ſor his 
Glory and the True Religion, and the ſtricteſt 
Regularity ot Converſation, ſhould beſpeak the 
Sincerity of our Gratitude, We have no Reafon 
ro be apprehenſive, under the prefent Reign, bur 
we ſhall have a full Liberty of worſhipping God 
according to our Conſciences. And this, as it 
ſhould greatly excite our Thankfulneſs, ſo it 
ſhou'd engage our Fidelity in God's Service. If 
it ſhou'd not, we may well be afraid that our 
bright and reviving Proſpects from our King's Ad- 
vancement and Adminiſtrations won't be atten- 
ded with theſe magnificent and pleaſing Conſe- 
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qunences; that otherwiſe we miglit juſtly expect 
they ſhou'd. A Decay of Chriſtian Pieiy wou'd too 
probably make a melancholy Run upon our Proſpe- 
. rity... The beſt Service we can do our King, or 


our ſelves, is to act well, This will entitle us to 
the Protection, and draw down the plentiful! 


Bleſſings, of Hahyen upon us. 


3. Tnar God may be favourable to his Au- 
ointed, we ſhou'd ever practiſe an inviolable Loy- 
.alty; *Tis our ſingular Felicity that we have a 
King who hath no Intereſts of his own diſtin& 


from that of. his faithful Subjects; that hath 


no Niews but to make us more Conſiderable in 


the World; that will rule us by Law, and mot 
arbitrarily ; that will be tender of our Conſciences 
as well as Intereſts; that will deſend our Religi- 
on, and I hope adorn it; that will maintain our 


antient and invaluable Rights, and not ſacrifice 


us to the Ambition of aſpiring Potentates. For 
ſuch Kings, I can be ſure, we have ever had an 
eztraordinary Affection. And I can't doubt but 
our Carriage will be a bright and ſtanding Con- 
viction to the World that we can be Loyal, and 
that *tis our Principle ſo to be. 8 

IT is unbrotherly to ſuggeſt, that Diſſenters are 


tainted with Principles of Diſtozalty, Cou'd we e- 


ver be brought into any Rebelliom Deſigns ? Is there 
one Proteſtant Diſſenter in the Nation that is not 


a hearty Friend to King George's Government? 
That is not ready to aſſert his Rightful Title to 
theſe Realms? I can truly ſay, I know of, no 


ſuch. The moſt Conſiderable of us have own'd 
the Rightfulneſs of his Succeſſion in the moſt ſo- 
lemn manner: And even Malice can't faſten it as 
a Repraach upon us that we have ſworn one 
Thing, and meantzgnother We can heartily and 

unani- 
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mouſly join in that Prayer of the Royal Pſalmiſt, 
Lordi look upon the Face of thine Anointed... And e- 
ven Partialny muſt; allow, that there hath been à 
ſettled and unſuſpected Harmony between our 
Practice and our Prayers. May Religion and Li- 
berty. maintain their Intereſt in our higheſt Re- 
gards; and then we can't but be fond, as we . 
have ever been, of a Proteſtant King. 


4. Wa ſhould cultivate a good Underſtanding 
with our Fellow Subjects. We have generally the 
Happineſs to agree in all the greateſt” and moſt 
valuable Principles: of the Reformatran.:, And if our 
Conſciknces would fuffer us to go, farther, our 
Woridly Intcreſt, I can he ſure, would tempt us 
to drop an unwilling Separation, a Separation that 
nothing but the Benefix of our Souls, and the Ho- 
nour of Religion, could ever induce us to ketp 
up. We ſhould be glad to agree with all our 
Proteſtant Brethren ; But it neither they or we can 
ſee Things in the ſame Light, why ſhould we be 
angry with one another, and ſo weaken the Pro- 
teſtaut Interef?, which we all pretend to be zealous 
for? By our too great Warmth abou: leſs im- 
portant Things, we have evidently given too 
much Advantage to õur common Enemies. May 
we all have more of that Wiſdom that is from above, 
which 1s firs? pure, and then peaceable, gentle, and cayſ 
to be entreated, &e, This will be a terrible Mor- 
tification to our Popiſh Adverſaries, and give both 
Strength and Luſtre to King Georgg's Govern- 
ment. 


5. UM. Wx ſhould .pray much for the Lord's 
Anointed. *Tis a Poſt of much Difficulty, as well 
as Honour, that Princes fill. Tho?” their Crows 
may ſparkle with Jewels, yet they are lin'd with 
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Cares and numerous Anxietics ; and beſides, tis 
a Matter of too much Nicety for an unskilful Hand 
toſway a Sceptre to Advantage. Pray therefore 
we ſhould, according to the Apoſtle's Direction, 
1 Tom. il. 1, 2. for Kings, and all in Authority. We 
ſhould be humbly importunate with God, that his 
Anointed may have a Plenty of that Viſdom that 4 
ic profitable to direct; that the Throne may ever be i 
ſurrounded as now with an able and faithful Mini- 
ftry ; thar the Seats of Jud icature may fall be fill'd 
with upright Judges ; that the utmoſt Proſperity 
may attend our Affairs at home and abroad: 
That the Earthly Crowns of our King and Queen 
may be worn with all poſſible Eaſe and Honour, 
and, after a very long and glorious Reign, be ex- 
changed for theſe better Crowns of Righteouſneſs 
and Glory above, that ſnall never, never, fade 
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away. 
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
